| a total of 189 pictures are issued 


each week, divided into 63 prints 
each of three different programs, 
Each program includes a full-length 
feature and at least one short sub- 
ject, To date the grand total. of 
11,782 programs has been sent over- 
BERS, 

These programs of new flims are 
shown only to uniformed members 
of the armed forces in combat zones, 
and to sick and wounded in over- 
seas hospitals, and to men on iso- 
lated outposts where other film en- 
terfainment cannot be had, 


When troops are en route to battle- 
fronts on transports, they are shown 
specially selected 16-mm, film ver- 
sions of ‘‘Hits of the Past.” This

New York city composed of army 
and civilian personnel, This. board is 
guided in its cholce by expressions 
from soldier audiences in the various 
theaters of war.
